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REMARKS 

Applicants respectfully request reconsideration of the present application in view of 
the foregoing amendments and in view of the reasons that follow. This amendment changes 
and deletes claims in this application. A detailed listing of all claims that are, or were, in the 
application, irrespective of whether the claim(s) remain under examination in the application, 
is presented, with an appropriate defined status identifier. 

Claim 64 is cancelled. Claim 58 is currently being amended. No claims are added. 
After amending the claims as set forth above, claims 48-63 and 65-71 are currently pending in 
this application. 

The Examiner rejected claims 58-71 under 35 U.S.C. § 112, If 2, asserting that the 
phrase "high concentration" found in claim 58 is indefinite. Without acquiescing in the 
rejection and without intending to abandon claimed subject matter but to expedite allowance, 
claim 58 is amended to incorporate the numerical limitation found in claim 64. In addition, 
claim 64 is now cancelled. Applicants respectfully submit that claims 58-63 and 65-71 are 
clear and that the public is informed of the boundaries of the claims. Applicants believe that 
the present application is in condition for allowance. Favorable reconsideration of the 
application as amended is respectfully requested.
